This is the w eek that the spotlight

and national levels. 
One of the main differences in the two 
is that the trend would seem to be for a 
certain amount of cutting back in spen d ­ 
ing on the national scene following the 
November elections. While on the state 
level the spending is expected to hit an 


all time high 
This is not to say that the federal g o v ­ 
ernment will not be spending more than it 
is taking in but will still be cutting back 
from its fast pace of last year. 
On the state level where the prob­ 
lem s are mounting faster than they can 
be solved, som e of the top problem s will 
be teacher pay raises again, constitution­ 
al revision, water pollution control, pay 
increases 
for 
state 
em ployees, 
driver 
safety legislation and many more. 
And the biggest problem of all will 


be where to get the money. 
It all points us to an interesting 140 
days and possibly more in Austin 
The following National N ew spaper 
Association Capital Report gives a brief 
rundown on the com ing session of C on­ 


gress. 
The 90th C ongress which convened 
fan. IO is expected to be more conserva­ 
tive than those of the recent past, despite 
solid Democratic majorities in both the 


Senate and House. 
The addition of 47 Republicans in 
the House and three in the Senate is 
bound lo mean trouble for a num ber of 
‘ Great Society'' programs enacted by 
narrow margins in the past three years. 
H eavy costs of financing the Vietnam 
war will lend support to conservative ef­ 
forts to cut back on those dom estic spend­ 
ing programs which have proved unpop­ 
ular. The poverty war will be a prime tar­

New 
legislation’ 
expected 
to 
be 
sought by the Administration includes a 
hefty postal rate increase, higher Social 
Security taxes, and possibly a boost in 
corporation and individual incom e taxes. 
Congress will devote a num ber of 
w eeks to organizational problems. Com ­ 
mittee ratios will have to be changed in 
the H ouse to accom m odate the increased 
Republican delegation. In som e cases, 
com m ittees m ay not even hold organiza* 


tion m eetings until March. 
President Johnson has dropped few 
hints of what he will seek from the 90th 
Congress. He is sure to call for an exten­ 
sion of the "Great ociety" in som e areas 
but m ay tone down his program in the 
light of the election results. 
So this could be an interesting winter 
and spring for governm ent watchers.
